Y, May 14 —A thousand Na- 


tional guardsmen and one hundred 
mounted men will occupy Albany's 
streets tomorrow and try to force tbe 
crowds to let the United Traction com- 
pany run its cars with non-union men. 
Tie complement will be made up of the 
Twenty-third regiment of Brooklyn, 
the Tenth battalion of Albany and the 
Third signal corps. They will be rein- 
forced by two hundred special deputies, 
three hundred policemen and more 
than one hundred Pitikerton detectives. 
It is feared that the bloodshed and 
noting of today may be repeated to- 
morrow with greater fatality, for the 
crowds that surround the car houses 
tonight are in a frenzied condition. The 
results of yesterday ere: One man dy- 
ing; twenty or thirty badly hurt; eighty 
ont of a. hundred and fifty men brought 
here by the company induced by the 
strikers to desert; the trolley wires cut; 
and the police almost powerless to con- 
trol the mob. Eighth men have been 
arrested, of whom only two are strik- 
ers. At a late hour tonight, Manager

Tiiriuf mud Mouern Palatem Were 
More Sueercfcful In Treatment t»l 
tlie Scene lit the Tomb. 
It was many years before painters took 


bnuh iu hand to paiuc ihe reium-ciiou. 
The horrors, of that liuu-. tvld by 
nesses aud descending mouth to 
through the generations, were enough tu 
falter the brush. 


'1 he carl}1 painters were intensely re- 


iigiuus and firm-believers uot only iu the 
reality of the scenes they painted, but 
aJso in the holiness of them. The sorrows 
of tbe Christ saddened lh?ja; his joys 
were tbe only themes ihey cond paint. 
They were depressed by the legends—for 
much came down ia purely legendary 
form until tbe Bible was printed on 
printing presses and became general—and 
with, true artistic instinct they avoided 
tbat which was disagreeable and sought 
that which was lovely. And that is the 
reason why so few early paintings of 
tho lesnrrtctiou have couie down to us, 
•whiic the paintings of the beautiful Ma- 
doana and of the Christ child are the 
most numerous iu art. 


Surreto and Rossini are the first paint- 


ers who ventured to touch the stirring 
scene. Even they robbed it of its tragedy 
and took it along to the spot where the 
risen Lord is seen ascending in wonderful 
robes to heaven. 
Neither sent forth a 


great painting. 


Sanx-to was unfortunate in bis face of 


the Christ and his work perished in a fire 
in Rome, when only the most valuable 
paintings could be removed and that of 
poor Surreto was left to burn. 


Itossini did still poorer. One of tbe fa- 


mous family that afterward left its mark 
upon art of another nature, he painted 
"The llesurrection" in too matter of fact 
a way. * Nothing was left to tbe imagina- 
tion, and the angel at the sepulcher 
looked sadly out ol place in the midst of 
the devastation of the disorderly tomb 
which Rossini had painted there. 
-Their work brought forth lots of criti- 
cism and stirred on other painters to try. 
A series of pictures of the resurrection 
followed, and for a few years- it looked as 
though there would be nothing else in 
sacred art; even the Madonna was neg- 
lected for the great tiieme of Christ risen 
from the dead. 
^ 


As interpreted by tbe artists of that 


day the scene was one that gave the wid- 
est latitude for dreamy thought. 
The 


tomb, a picturesque thing in architecture 
of tbat day, gave the background; then 
came the graceful women to it; then the 
marvelous sky work, in which the figure

In the hundreds of pictures that were 


tuined out previous to the fifteenth con 
tury only a few remain, but after that the 
painters were more fortunate and gave 
us works of art that are enduring. Crack- 
ed, scarred, often defaced and having 
gone through vandalism and vicissitudes, 
they are still marvelously beautiful, in a 
beauty not so much the beauty of form 
as beauty of conception. 


The old masters understood that which 


"we call composition. They were not so 
anxious to get strong effects; they wanted 
a whole, a picture, a something that 
would tell a story. Take any 'of the, old 
-paintings and study it and you will ob-1 
serve this peculiarity. An entire story is 
told in the picture and not one person or 
part is made more prominent than the 
rest: it is as a whole that the old masters 
must be viewed. 


"With the modern masters it Is all differ- 


ent. They sought beauty. Heading tte 
Scriptures they formed a conception, and 
from that they painted. Only beauty ap- 
pealed to them, and they placed upon the 
canvas only beauty. 


We have today nothing lovelier in art 


than the pictures of the resurrection, as 
turned out by the hands of the modern 
painters, and, looking at them, one be- 
gins to worship, even one who has never 
worshiped before. The old masters sought 
this result; the modern found it. 


The greatest difficulty in painting the 


resurrection lay in the work of painting 
the face of Christ. Each had his concep- 
tion of the ideal head, but few agreed in 
this ideal. You see heads of Christ in the 
earlier days with long, curling beard and 
features too strong for beauty. Then you 
see him in another type, blond, softly 
lovely, almost like a woman. To paint 
the face of the Saviour was the most dif- 
ficult task the masters, ancient and mod- 
ern, ever set for themselves. The most 
successful compromised matters by indi- 
cating a face strong in a manly beauty 
and not too pronounced in type. That in- 
terpretation succeeded, 
and 
faces of 


Christ, those that have survived, now 
generally show that style. 


The faces of the women were easier to 


paint, being mortal. The face of a wom- 
an was enough, provided she were beau- 
tiful, and so nearly all were successful in 
their women's faces. 


The strangest thing to be noticed in the 


pictures of the resurrection is the light— 
that curious light which bathes the scene. 
All hare agreed that the resurrection took 
place at an hour- when the light \vas un- 
certain and changing and that from the 
depths of'the tomb came a wonderful tay 
that is not equaled by the discoveries of 
science. 


The pictures of the resurrection as 


counted today are not so numerous, but 
in interest they equal those provoked by 
any other theme, secular or divine.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle. 


to those of an animal and the rest of cre- 
ation, which are high in the scale of life, 
Nevertheless, year after year, as I look 
at nature and strive to catch some faint 
idea of the subtle life power which is ev- 
erywhere, the more certain I become that 
even plants have some power which is 
similar to mind in. the higher animals. 


I remember distinctly when this first 


came to my notice. It was eariy one 
June, and I was walking through a 
heavy bit of timber listening to the glori- 
ous love songs of our birds> and the rus- 
tl :<s of the fresh green leaves overhead. 
Numbers of wild flowers were swaying 
gt-atly ia the light breeze, which came 
and went through the long aisle of bio« u 
tree trunks. 


In the dense shade I found a great bed 


of small green umbrellas, May apples, 
and under each was an exquisite white 
flower. I lay down on the soft, dead 
leaves and looked into the face of one of 
these blossoms! aud it returned my stare 
with that open, frank look which all flow- 
e:-s have. 
I noticed that several of the 


stamens had bent over the pistil and hail 
discharged their pollen. 
The stamens 


which had not ripened were back close 
apainst the petals. For several days I 
came to look^t this big blossom, and I 
saw stamen after stamen move forward 
and discharge its pollen and then fall 
back to give room for the others. 


That summer I planted a five leaf ivy 


on my coalhouse that it might, paint it 
green every year. The vine grew vigor- 
ously and in a lew years had almost cov- 
ered one side of the building. When the 
vine reached the flat bhinjjle roof, I fear- 
ed that it would spread over it and rot 
the shingles, but I bad forgotten tho les- 
son I had learned while looking at the 
May apple blossom. 


The tender young ends of my ivy trav- 


eled along the edge of the roof, but never 
ventured out upon it. 
The vine knew 


that it could not withstand the hot glare 
of the sun reflected from the fiat surface. 
But it was a vigorous vine and needed 
room; so, after traveling along the roof 
edge and finding no place lo grow up- 
ward, it threw itself downward and soon 
covered what space was loft on the side.

know it among tbe higher animals?—

Watches often suffer from changes of 


temperature. Alter a waieh has been 
worn next to a warm body all day it 
should not be left overnight on cold mar- 
ble or near an open window. The cold 
is likely to contract the metal pivots and, 
however sHghtly, lighten up the works. 
The next morning, for no apparent rea- 
son, one's watch \>lll be lound to be los- 
inu time. 


It frequently happens that watches art 


slightly magnetized by static electricity 
given uflc by the human body. It has been 
found that d:irk people are more likely tc 
exert this influence over their watches. 
This influence is, besides, more common 
among: women than with men. Persons 
of this t.ort can never hope to carry the 
correct time unless they carry their 
watches in rubber or steel cases. 


Never lay your watch down for the 


night in a horizontal position. It should 
clways be hung vertically, as it is carried 
during the day. If the pivot of the bal- 
ance wheel be in the least worn, this 
change of position tends to loosen the 
"cap jewel." 


Every one has bad a wnteh suddenly 


stop for -m apparent reason and go on 
again wh > slightly shaken. This may 
not happo '.nee in a year, but all watches 
are liable to such an accident. This U 
dup usually to the catching of the delicate 
hairspring. It is caused by some sudden 
movement such as jumping on or off n 
car. 
The jolt must come at the exact 


fraction of a second when the spring is in 
position to catch, so that the chances ot 
such an accident are rare.

If the fault liej 
deeper, they nest take out tbe balance 
wheel aud examine the pin and pivots. 
Next they let down the mainspring and 
examine the wheels. It sometimes bap 
pens that a jeweler will not find tbe cnust 
of the trouble for days. The most diffi 
cult disorder to locate is a slight bur on 
^me of the wheels. 


Many jewelers have collected fees foi 


watches when tho wntcbos re- 


to co merely because they have run 


down. 
AY omen are saiil to be the host 


customers oC the watch doctor, since they 
seldom wind their watches regularly. A 
watch should be wound early in tbe day, 
and not, as is the common practice, at 
bedtime. The reason for this is that the 
Spring is then tightest during: the day 
while the watch is being carried aud is 
less sensitive.—Philadelphia Times.

The floor is of btone, as are 
the doorposts and some of the lower part 
of what we may call the walls, but the 
upper portion and the roof are composed 
of branches of thatch. 


They have a hole In the roof to allow 


the smoke- to escape when they mako a 
firo, but the climate is so mild that they 
do not often need a fire for warmth, 
while cookins is done outside. This insig- 
nificant and fever stricken village WHS 
once nn important port ot which were 
lauded all tbe supplies for Rome.

statement that the corporation of 
\\hk-h lie Is au official has given it* in- 
dorsement to the scheme of the North 
River Bridge company to build the 
greatest bridge in tlie world across the 
Hudson from Hoboken to Twenty-sec- 
ond street. Manhattan, Mr. Rea was 
seen by a World reporter at the execu- 
tive offices of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road Ju Philadelphia. AH he would say 
on the subject was embodied in a brief 
typewritten statement, as follows: 


"The officers of the Pennsylvania 


Railroad company decline to say any- 
thing about the Xorth Kiver Bridge 
company beyond the fact that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company had 
agreed to use the bridge and terminals 
when built in conjunction with the 
other railroad companies terminating 
on the west side of the North river, but 
they are not backing the North River 
Bridge company financially and have 
not been asked to do so." 


It was learned yesterday afternoon 


that the Erie. Baltimore and Ohio and 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroads have entered into agreements 
to use the bridge. Statements made by 
officials of all the New Jersey railways 
confirm the news that as soon as the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company in- 
dorsed the bridge scheme the other 
lines lost no time in seeking to obtain 
the right to use the structure. •

—TbiuUv llurr War Frown 


Tli*i Ureat Britain 1» a» KormJ<Js»- 
b!r as £t«r. 
Londoa. May 14. -Prime Minister 
alisbury. who has just returned from 
ranee, made a spetvh in I^oudoa last 
ighr la which he reviewed the beuerits 
'hich he believed had resulted from 
Lie war iu South Africa .despite the 
auientable sacrifices Kuglaud had l>oen 
ailed upon to make. 
One of the greatest of these benefits, 
e said, was that the display of the 
ateut powers of the empire bad dissi- 
ated the notion which had spread 
hroughout the world that <*reat Brit- 
in's star hnd set, that she would nev- 
r fight again and that any adversary 
nly needed to press boldly enough to 
ompel her to yield. Now it was seen 
hat she could copy the brilliant exani- 


ot the past. The empire was un- 


oubtedly safer and the cause of peace 
aore secure. There was uow no power 
n tlu- world but knew that if it defied 
he might of England it would defy 
ne of the most formidable enemies 
hat might possibly be eucouctered. 


Anti'BritlkU Conspiracy. 


Another benefit was that the war had 
evealed the existence for n long time 
f a conspiracy to oust the British 
rom South Africa, which, if it had not 
>een encountered 
now. would have 


trengthened and grown more danger- 
ous. The British thereby had learned 
a lesson regarding home rule for Ire- 
and. 
When they had fought in the 


past against Irish home rule they had 
not realized what sort of a fight could 
be maintained by a hostile government 
against its suzerain, no matter how 
overwhelming the power of the suze- 
rain. 


If the home rule bill of 1893 had been 
)assed and an Irish government had 
jeeii established at Dublin, it was uot 
~ery extravagant to assume, in view 
of the exhibitions in the house of com- 
mons and elsewhere, that it would 
have been a hostile government. What, 
then, would have been Great Britain's 
position if she had not only to meet the 
South African republics, but concur- 
rently a hostile Ireland? 


There were good reasons before for 


resisting home rule, but since the South 
African experiences had taught the 
wwer and capacity of modern instru- 
ueuts of war his hearers knew that if 
they allowed hostile Irish leaders uu- 
imiteil scope to make warlike prepara- 
tions they would have if engaged in 
war with any other power also to begin 
again the task of conquering Ireland.
